The experience of Australia and 
Canada showed that self-government frequently 
started with a number of small Parliaments, 
Parliaments of small areas, sometimes of small 

pulations.. But once the responsibility was 
Randed over to local authorities, they developed 
and worked out their political salvation in their 
own way. He believed what the Government 
believed, that if they could get Parliaments in 
Ireland started, they would work out what 
would be a glorious - political destiny, always 
provided that Imperial and strategic unity 
would not be broken. 

It was inconceivable to him that it would not 
be possible for the two new Parliaments to be 
set up in Ireland to produce the best that was 
in Ireland in starting the local government of 
the two areas involved, and he must say that 
he thought it was the prime duty of every 
Irishman and Irishwoman throughout the whole 
land to make it a point in the great and 
splendid undertaking of local self-government 
to do AC Shing he or she could for their 
country. The British Government gave them 
their opportunity. It was for them to make 
the most of it. 

THE IMMEDIATE PROBLEM. 

Referring to the letters from ex-Cabinet 
Ministers on the [Irish question, Si@ Hamar 
said that he thought it ill became those who 
held high office, and had had great opportuni- 
ties to deal with measures like the Irish ques- 
tion, to condemn the Government for tackling 
firmly the difficulties that the Government had 
inherited, and did not create.
